Further he informs us, How an Egg is by degrees changed in mere- 
how it is nourifhed and augmented there from time to time ; and in 
what order each part is perfected &c. Concerning which, the Rea- 
der will probably receive in a fhort time fome difcoveries.made, and 

la^ly 
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lately imparted to the Royal Society, by Signor Malfighi , an Italia*, 
andDr. Croon an Engiiih phyfitian,both Fellows of that Society* 

He concludeth all with an excellent Chapter, treating of the Genera- 
tion of Rabbets ^nA thereby confirming all the main parts of his for- 
mer doftrine.

After he hath fpent the greateft partofhis difcourfe in urging the 
arguments for the fole Mechanical Contrivance of the Stru&urc and 
Operations of Beafts % and interfperfed the difcuffion of the Opinion 
rf the other extreme, which adferibes Reafon to them ; He declares at lad 
hi3 fenfe of this whole matter, and endeavours to prove, That Btaftsr, 
though they have not *nyl*$ellettual $ ytt they have zSenftble knowledge 
or 3 though they have not fuch a perception that eflfentially carrieth- 
with it a reflection upon it felf • yet they have a Gmpic apprehenfion 
of Objefts without that reflexion.
